Student Receives 
Cash Award 


Alberta-born Julian J. Olson, a 
36-year-old architect now residing 
in Ottawa, has been awarded a 
$1,000 civil service suggestion-award 
cheque for an idea that will save 
the government about $10,500 for 
the 1956-57 fiscal year. 

Mr. Olson graduated from Dids- 
bury high school in 1941, He 
served for four years in the R.C.A.F., 
during the Second World War, af- 
ter which he attended the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba, graduating in 
1949. 

Mr. Olson, whoSe parents still 
live at his birthplace of Garfield, 
proposed the stockpiling of coat of 
arms moulds from which the gov- 
ernment could draw crests for new 
buildings. Cost of these moulds 
would be about $500 each, compar- 
ed With the $2,000 cost of sculpter- 
ing, modelling and casting neces- | 
sary under the former system, 

The award cheque was presented , 
to Mr. Olson by Public Works Min- 
ister Robert Winters. It was the 
largest such payment made. 

Mr. Olson plans to use part of 
the award cheque for his first trip 
to his home province of Alberta 
since 1948, |

LOANS ON GRAIN 
RAISED TO $3000 


The Commons cleared one of the 
most contentious measures of the 
waning session Saturday by giving 
final approval to renewal of gov- 
ernment-guaranteed bank loans on 
farm-stored prairie grain. 

The debate on the renewal, which 
includes a provision doubling maxi- 
mum loans to $3000, was concluded 
in less than an hour after inter- 
mittent discussion in the past 
month. Final approval came after 
Trade Minister Howe read a batch 
of telegrams from western farm or- 
ganizations requesting speedy pas- 
sage of the Prairie Grain Produc- 
ers Interlm Financing Act.

Mrs. Olive Pearl) Traub filed a 
claim in Supreme Court Monday, 
asking for this amount following 
the death of her husband, Ernest 
Merland Traub. Lorne Benjamin 
Frey is asking $4000 in damages 
following the death of his brother, 
Ephraim, who was a passenger in 
the Traub car. 

Mr. Traub died on Oct. 12, 1957 
and Mr. Frey on Oct. 8 Mfrs. 
Traub and her = 15-year-old son 
Gordon, were injured, 

Mrs. Traub is suing personally 
for $31,611 in general andspecial 
damages. As executrix of her hus- 
band’s estate she asks $50,000 on 
her own behalf; $17,000 for Gor- 
don; and $10,000 for her 19-year- 
old son Ross, a student at ‘the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

Under the Trustee Act. Mrs 
Traub asks a further $10,612 in 
general and special damages; and 
$10,000 for Gordon in general 
damages.

placed. 

The oi] and gas reserves of the 
province belong to the province, 
but not to this generation alone.

, claim on them. This generation is 
| entitled to what it needs, 

If the government finds its rev- 
enues from this source are mote 
than sufficient for its presect 
needs, a decent respect for the 
rights of future generations should 
impel it to invest its surplus in im- 
provements that will be of perman- 
ent value to the . 

The distribution now proposed is 
the surest way of seeing that the 
money js not s0 spent. It will be 
paid to the people for nothing the, 
have done, and for which they will 
give no value, 

Such payments are bound ty 
have a demoralizing effect on those 
who receive them, and to create 
Serious political problems in the 
future. 

Furthermore, these $11,000,000 
will add fuel to the fires of infla- 
tion in Canada. They will create 
a demand for an additional $11,- 
000,000 worth of goods that do not 
exist, and they will have the effect 


of raising the prices of goods we 
have.

CAN CHANGE THINGS 

Since the Alberta Red Corss 
blood transfusion service was start- 
ed ten years ago, it has saved the 
people of the province three to four 
million dollars. 

In that time 247,272 donations 
were given, the donors getting noth- 
ing for their pint of blood. This 
blood in turn was given free of 
charge to 138,473 patients. 

The cost of operating the prov- 
ince-wide collecting business runs 
to about $6 per pint. That is paid 
out of Red Cross funds, which in 
turn are subscribed by the public 
through such channels as the Com- 
munity Chest-Red Cross drive now 
underway in many centres. 

In places where thig service is not 
provided, hospital patients are 
charged $20 to $30 — even as high 
as $42, in Rochester, Minnesota — 
for a blood transfusion, 

Last veai 54,000 bottles of blood 
were collected in Alberta, 28,000 in 
the south with headquarters in 
Calgary, and 26,000 in the north, 
based in Edmonton. 

The demand is increasing an- 
nually. More donors will have to 
be enrolled if the needs of the hos- 
pitals are to be served. 

The number of lifes saved by this 
service is impossible to determine. 
But it is doubtless an important 
factor in the recovery of many 
patients. The “no cost to the 
patient angle is at least a psycho- 
logical aid to recovery. 

And of course the donor never 
misses it in the slightest.

Notes From D.A.

The Alberta Varietal Zonation 
Commttee have published the rec- 
ommended grain varities for 1956. 
For this area Sauders and Thatch- 
er @re the case of oats, Eagle and 
Larain and Rodney; for  bariey, 
Gateway Olli, Husky and Wolfe. 
These varieties have proven very 
satisfactory in this area. 

However some varieties are more 
suited to certain farms and condi- 
tions, by a short review of the fea- 
tures of each it would help to make 
ae decision on variety you 


sp 


Following is a list of some varie- 
ties and their main features. La- 
rain oats, very early, large plump 
kernels with little fibre, straw is 
fairly strong but does not yield as 
high as many other oat varieties. 
Eagle oats are high yielding, strong 
Strawed with good kernel type, but 
in the late maturing group. Rod- 
ney Oats are very large plump ker- 
nels, straw strength is fair, they 
are high yielding but late in ma- 
turing. Other varieties such as 
Abegweit and Beaver have a place. 
Cartier and Garry oats, although 
not on the recommenced list in this 
area, prove quite satisfactory being 
a fair yielding early Oat, although 
perhaps not as early as Larain, are 
faster maturing than Eagle. 

Barley varieties this year bring 
three newer varieties on the rec- 
ommended list along with Olli, the 
early malting variety used in wild 
oat control. Husky, the heavy | 
yielding feed variety, has replaced 
Vantage. The other varieties, Gate- | 
way and Wolfe, are both early ma- | 
turing, smooth awned, feed types; | 
both yield well. Wolfe barley {s 
very strong in the straw strength, | 
about five days later than Olli. |

EXPLORING THE 
“TRASH-BOX” 

There are good reasons for hav- 
ing a trash-box. Trash is never as 
objectionable in a proper recep- 
tacle as it is on the walk, in the 
lane or back yard. A trash box 
seldom adds to the beauty of its 
surroundings yet until someone 
provides us with some better way 
of dealing with trash, we will have 
to overlook that matter.

Should 
a paper or magazine mention the 
redeeming of one such relic, soon 
every cellar and attic in the com- 
munity would be explored again 
and again. 

There are other places Wesides 
trash-boxes, cellars and attics. that 
give up new treasures for farther 
exploring. We can all find true 
values in unexpected places. There 
are always new joys to be had from 
exploring old books, old friend- 
ships, old songs. old hymns, old 
adventures and old truths. Many 
things get into the trash-box 
while they still contain qualities of 
usefulness. 

The Japanese people gathered 
tin, wire, cardboard, wood and 
other metals from the American 
dumps, These materials they made 
up into toys and sold to the west 
by the shipload. Thousands of Ca- 
nadian children had a good time 
playing with expensive toys, made 
from materials picked out of the 
trash-box.

From 
the funds raised during the Can- 
cer Crusade, grants are made to the 
National Cancer Institute of Can- 
ada, which is the professiona] body 


| charged with the responsibility of 


conducting and co-ordinating can- 
cer research throughout Canada. 
Last year the institute sponsored 
six basic research projects at the 
University of Alberta.

self. The society contributed $22,- 
000 towards the maintenance costs 
of this laboratory. Advances, ai- 
though seemingly slow, are being 
made. An all-out research attack 
is going on against cancer — it Js 
now a matter of time. 

While research will ultimately 
provide the answer — a“cure for 
cancer — lives are being saved to- 
day by the society's public educa- 
tion program. People are going to 
their doctors for prompt treatment. 
Statisticians estimate that 8,000 
fellow Canadians were saved from 
the disease last year; but the sad 
fact is another 8,000 might have 
been saved if they had seen their 
doctors in time, 

Officials of the society point out 
that the best form of cancer in- 
surance is a knowledge of the 
‘seven danger signals’ which may 
mean cancer; and a_e thorough 
health examination once a year. 
This message of hope is circulated 
by radio and television announce- 
ments, film showings, public meet- 
ings‘ pamphlets and exhibits at 
country fairs. 

Welfare services to the cancer 
patient are designed to save lives 
and relieve or minimize suffering 
caused by the disease. These ser- 
vices may take the form of free can- 
cer dressings, transportation to 
cancer clinics and treatment cen- 
tres, housekeeper service and drugs 
and medication. 

Without funds no attack could 
continue against this killer. Last 
year, through the generosity of Al- 
bertans, over $289,000 was raised. 
This year the need is even greate: 
to provide money for research; to 
Save lives through public education, 
and to relieve the sufferings of a
